The California fish and game com- 
mission and.the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, have, dur- 


Ling the past three months issued a 


number of pamphlets, cards and 
booklets; containing information re- 
lative to the proposed measures for 
the better protection of migratory 
game and insectivorous birds in this 
state. These publications were cor- 
rect at the time of their issuance, 
but, om account of action taken by 
the authorities in Washington dur- 
ing the last week in September, the 
state commission feels that certain 
explanations are called for.
